The accompaniment to the opening recitative of the 
2d act is simple and graceful. 
W ill Mrs W ood allow 
us one remark: w e think that the first words o f “ Horn 
h a p p y seem the m u ltitu d e ,” and 
“ The sacred ta ­ 
p e r's b u r n in g ,” are given with too loud an intonation. 
T h e sam e wo would apply to som e lines in the 3d act. 
It gives a harshness to tiie music, which is lost if she 
com m ence “ mezza Ibrf^” and increase her voice to 
the end o f tin line.

add 
that the line o f “ H o w h a p p y , ” k c . 
by sw elling to­ 
wards the last word “ m ultitude,” would ho descrip­

would improve in melodiousness by the sam e treatment.

It is 
not easy to 
execute this, hut for one who has such excellent com ­ 
mand over her voice 
nothing is difficult, provided she 
take the same view of the music that w e do. T he chorus 
“ N o th in g f e a r i n g ” is rendered beautiful and effective 
by the interchange of staccato and long drawn notes ; 
it is difficult of execution in perfect unison with the or­ 
chestra, but it is at present well performed, except the 
last two lines, “ l ie has va n ish e d , ” where the difficul­ 
ty o f the time requires som e more practice. 
T he awakening words o f A m in a , “ W h ere a m I ,” 
“ H ere, w h y h e r e f “ U u h tp p y m aiden th e n ,” &c., 
are exquisitely s u n g ; what c u n rival the pianissimo of 
Mrs W ood? 
T he manner in which she applies it here 
is heart-rending ; 
nothing 
can surpass the effect of 
this, and her and Mr W ood’s singing in the following 
quartetto and citrous, “ H e a r me s w e a r th e n ,” &<•. 
W e deem this the master piece o f the opera : the pas­ 
sionate expression o f the “ therm 
the art with which 
the tenor and soprano voices are alternately made to ! 
take the lead wherever one or the other can call forth 
the utmost effect ; the bold harmony in one part ; the 1 
sadness painted 
by the soprano voice going down the 
scale by sustained sem i-lanes ; the despair painted by 
the composition o f the words, “ Oh p r a y h ear m e, j 
a m not g u i l t y , ” all tend to 
impart the most tragic 
feelings ; it is painting and the drama combined in mu­ 
sic. 
The following duet crowns the w hole, and again 
show s the fine 
b le n d in g 
ot* the tenor and soprano 
voices. 
Before closing our remarks on this act, we 
would request Mesdamus Fisher and Smith not to drag 
in the above beautiful quartette, but to fallow the time 
which Mrs W'ood gives them . 
W e find it impossible 
mm ne now m 
to do justice to the music of this act : il 
the perfection 
second hand Clothing, of 
o f music is to call forth in their full force the feelings 
which the composer wishes to excite, 
then no com po­ 
sition will ever excel 
the on*e o f which we have been 
speaking.

it, but none, not 
even Bellini, in his glorious but short lived career, could 
surpass it. 


W e hasten to the 3d act, which is, as the others, 
full o f beauties. 
W ood’s tine and well sung air, “ See

being followed by “ S till so g e n tly o'er m e ste a l­ 
i n g ,” a most touchingly beautiful air, 
to which all jus 
tice is done by a feeling execution ; here is another in­ 
stance of Bell.ni’s impressive music. 
M e had nearly 
omitted thanking Mrs W ood lor the manner in which 
she breaths forth “ This w a s 
c ru el.”

that we cannot convey the praise which

serve*, to 5he orchestra : the scratching of the
